the national Congress and to all 
chambers of commerce in the 
South. 
The resolution of the di­ 
rectors of the organization was 
read into the Congressional Rec­ 
ord ; and, largely as a result of this 
action, in the expressed opinion 
of Dr. T. O. Walton of Texas A. 
A M. College, there was made a 
federal appropriation of $5,000,- 
•09 to be used in fighting the 
pest. 
The major proposal upon which 
the East Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce is now working is legisla­ 
tion to provide for construction 
a f a connected system of state 
highways and retirement of out­ 
standing county and district road 
bonds, through a gasoline and mo­ 
tor oil tax, and automobile license 
fees. 
This plan has been put into 
successful operation in Arkansas 
and several other states. 
To fur­ 
ther it, the East Texas Chamber 
of Commerce recently has enlisted 
the talents and the energies of Col. 
Clarence Ousley, who was assist­ 
ant secretary of agriculture under 
President Wilson. 
Colonel Ous­ 
ley is working toward crystalliz­ 
ing sentiment in favor of the plan 
and toward securing co-operative 
effort for working it out in de 
tail and for accomplishing it.

Prohibition is not a political is­ 
sue and has no place in politics 
but is purely a social issue, de­ 
clared Silas ll. Strawn, preside nt 
of the American Bar Association, 
in his annual address at the con­ 
vention of jurists at .Seattle Wed­ 
nesday. 
President Strawn made 
a bitter denunciation of the open 
saloon, stating that not even the 
“wets” of pre-Volstead days want­ 
ed a return of this infamous insti­ 
tution. 
Ile stated, however, ilia. 
the prohibition law should be en­ 
forced, and if this is not possible in 
its present form, then it should be 
amended so as to permit its en­ 
forcement. 
J>e lauded prohibition 
as increasing the efficiency of the 
American people and for stabiliz­ 
ing industry. 


Frequently we are reminded in 
(some newspaper article that Pres­ 
ident Wilson vetoed 
the Volstead 
Act for the enforcement of the 
■ prohibition !"w or the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of 
.the United States. 
And with this 
[statement the effort seemingly is 
made to leave the impression that 
: President Wilson was opposed to 
the enforcement of the Eighteenth 
[Amendment, even after it became 
a part of the Constitution, or that 
he was a “nullifier”. At .my rate, 
[there is 
always 
the 
intimation 
that he was a “wet”. 
And we 
i shall perhaps hear a great deal 
more of this talk 
between 
now 
and the November election; for, 
whether we desire it or not, 
the 
prohibition question is going to be 
'one of the outstanding issues of 
ithe campaign—and the name, of 
| Woodrow Wilson is a name to con­ 
jure with. 
j 
This being the case, it is well 
for us to know the facts. 
I here 
I is a vast difference between his­ 
to ry and rhetoric, 
and 
between 
truth and propaganda. 
if 
we 
want to know the difference as 
regards Woodrow Wilson’s stand 
on the prohibition 
question 
and 
what the “wets” claim he stood for, 
simply refer to “The Public Papers 
of Woodrow Wilson”, 
a copy of 
which ought to be in every library. 
The facts given below are taken 
from this official volume, and are 
therefore authentic 
beyond ques­ 
tion. 
On September 18, 1918, Presi­ 
dent Wilson, by authority of Con­ 
gress issued a proclamation for­ 
bidding the use of sugar, glucose, 
corn, rice or 
any 
other 
foods, 
fruits, food materials, or feed, for 
the production of 
malt 
liquors. 
That was known as w artim e pro­ 
hibition. 
While at that time the 
Eighteenth 
Amendment 
to 
the 
Constitution of the United States 
had already been ratified, it was 
not to become effective until aft­ 
er June 30th, 1919. 
After the 
ratification 
of the 
Eighteenth Amendment it became 
necessary for 
Congress to enact 
laws for the enforcement of this 
amendment. 
Mr. Volstead framed 
the law, and it has 
ever 
since 
borne his name. 
Now, this act of 
Congress was sent to 
President 
Wilson for his signature. 
On Oc­ 
tober 27th, 1919, he returned the 
bill to Congress without his sig­ 
nature, but along with it he sent a 
message to 
Congress 
explaining 
very carefully 
why 
he had not 
signed the bill. 
Here is his mes­ 
sage in full: 
“I am returning 
without 
my 
signature, H. R. 6H10, ‘An act to 
prohibit 
intoxicating 
beverages, 
and to regulate the manufacture, 
production, use, and sale of high- 
proof spirits for other than bev­ 
erage purposes, and to insure an 
ample supply of alcohol and pro­ 
mote its use in scientific research 
and in the development 
of fuel, 
dye, and other lawful industries”. 
“The subject matter treated in 
this measure deals with two dis­ 
tinct phases 
of 
the 
prohibition 
legislation. 
One part of the act 
under consideration seeks to en­ 
force war-time prohibition. 
The 
other provides 
for 
the enforce­ 
ment which was made necessary by 
the adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendment. 
I object to and can 
not approve that part of this leg­ 
islation with reference to war-time 
piohibition. 
(Note the preceding 
sentence carefully -he 
only 
ob­ 
jects to that part of the act which 
deals with war-time prohibition). 
It has to do with the enforcement 
of an act which was 
passed 
by 
reason of emergencies of the war 
and whose objects have been sat­ 
isfied in the demobilization of the 
Army and Navy, and whose repeal 
I have already sought at the hands 
of Congress. 
Where the purposes 
of particular 
legislation 
arising 
out of war emergency have been 
satisfied, 
sound 
policy 
makes 
(clear the reason and necessity for 
I its repeal. 
“ It will not 
be 
difficult for 
{Congress in considering 
this im- 
J port ani matter to .separate these 
I two questions and effectively 
to 
legislate regarding them, making 
the proper 
distinction 
between 
temporary causes which arose out 
,of war-time emergencies and those 
(like the Constitutional Amendment 
I of prohibition which is now part 
ol the fundamental 
law 
of 
the 
.country. 
In all matters having to 
[do with the personal 
habits and 
I customs of lurg© numbers of our 
I people we must be certain that 
.the established processes of legal 
chang* are followed. 
In no other 
| way can the salutory object sought 
j to be accomplished by great re­ 
forms of this character be made 
I satisfactory and permanent." 
( 
Now, read this over again care­ 
fully, and you will note that the 
, President says not a wort! against 
(the Eighteenth Amendment, 
nor 
; against that part of the Volstead 
Aet which had to do with the en- 
foi cement 
of 
this 
Eighteenth 
{Amendment. 
Ile only objects to 
[that part of the Aet which had ref­ 
erence to war-time prohibition, for 
.which there was no further use. 
II he \s ar was then over, the Army 
(and the Navy had been demobiliz- 
|ed, and as the war-tinie prohibi­ 
tion measures were simly tempor­ 
a ry , emergency 
measuies, 
for 
(which there was no further use, 
they should not bt- mixed up with 
the 
measures 
to 
enforce 
the 
! Eighteenth Amendment, which urns 
ja permanent, Constitutional meas- 
juie, “part of the fundamental luw 
of the country”. 
He did not ob­ 
je c t to the content of the Act, 
but merely lo its form. 
He ti id 
not believe that the two tilings 
the temporary, 
war-time prohibi­ 
tion measures and the permanent 
enforcement measure—should be 
scrambled up 
together, for they 
were with reference to two very 
different situations, 
He 
there­ 


fore returned the bill 
to 
Con­ 
gress without his signature in or- 
deV that Congress might separate 
the two items in the bill. 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson evidently wanted the 
best possible measure for the en­ 
forcement of the prohibition law, 
or Eighteenth 
Amendment, 
and 
to separate these measures, and 
thus simplify the enforcement, was 
one way to get at it. 
Please note that President Wilson 
in this message to the Congress re­ 
fers to the 
Prohibition 
Act, or 
Eighteenth Amendment, * as 
“a 
great reform”. Any man who can 
take this action of President Wil­ 
son to indicate, in any sense what­ 
ever .that he was opposed to the 
Eighteenth Amendment or Prohi­ 
bition must certainly have enough 
whiskey in his eye to make him 
see two of everything he looks at 
for there is only one thing here, 
and that is that President Wilson 
was seeking the strongest possi­ 
ble measure for enforcement. 
These are the facts in the case 
as shown in the public papers of 
President Wilson; and these docu­ 
ments do not justify the statement 
by any man on the face of the 
earth, or even the intimation, nor 
the belief, that President Wilson 
was opposed to the enforcement 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, or 
that he was 
opposed 
to 
said 
Amendment itself, or that he was 
in any way opposed to that part 
of the Volstead Act which had to 
do with the enforcement 
of the 
Amendment. Of course, a man can 
get so much whiskey in bis system, 
cr on his brain, that he can see 
from two to ten things he looks 
at. 
But we believe, honestly, that 
any man 
with 
only 
one 
eye 
(without any whiskey in it), and 
at least half sense, can see very 
clearly that President Wilson had 
no desire whatever to hinder the 
enforcement of 
the 
Prohibition 
Law, but on the other hand was 
only trying to make that enforce­ 
ment more efficient—the enforce­ 
ment of what he specifically re­ 
fers to as “a great reform ”. 
The above is submitted only in 
the interest of 
truth.

University To 
Join With A.-M. 
Against Root Rot 


AUSTIN, July 28.— In coopera­ 
tion with Texas Agricultural and 
Mechanical College and the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the University of Texas is soon to 
begin a campaign to study and 
stamp out the root-rot which is* 
one of the chief menaces to Texas 
cotton, Dr. IL Y. Benedict, presi­ 
dent of th© University, has an­ 
nounced. 
Contracts 
whereby 
the 
two 
schools and the federal govern­ 
ment will ©ach have its share of 
th© responsibility and work to be 
done have been drawn up and are 
now being signed, Dr. Benedict 
said. 
The University** responsibilities 
will be to maintain space on the 
Little Campus for laboratories for 
the study of root-rot. 
Apparatus 
and equipment for the laborato 
l ies will be loaned for the work by 
the University, and the University 
library will be at the disposal of 
the men conducting th© experi­ 
ment*. 
Continuing the work it has al­ 
ready started, A. and M. Colies* 
will furnish land for the field ex 
pennants, field and laboratory ex 
periment facilities and labor and 
implements 
for 
the 
substation 
farm. 
The United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture will conduct 
the studies of loot-rot at field sta­ 
tions in Greenville, in San Anto­ 
nio, in Temple and in Austin, as 
well^as on the farms of cooperat­ 
ing farmers in various parts of the 
State. 
The Federal Government 
will also furnish labor, laboratory 
equipment, 
materials 
and 
ma­ 
chinery for the experiments con­ 
ducted on the farms of cooperat­ 
ing farmers. 
One joint meeting of all the ex­ 
periment staff will be held each 
year, Dr. Benedict-said, to discuss 
and tabulate results of the year’s 
work.

Milk, Dr. W hitacre said, is val­ 
uable for more nutrients than any 
other single food material. 
It con­ 
tains in excellent proportions all 
the minerals needed by the body 
but it is especially prized for its 
phosphorus and even more for its 
calcium. 
Whole cereals are not 
only 
concentrated 
carboyhdrate 
foods but they also contain pro­ 
teins which are of much 
valuo 
when supplemented by milk pro­ 
teins. 
Any kind of fruit or vege­ 
table is worth eating fo r the min­ 
erals, vitamins and bulk supplied. 
As sources of protein, meat, eggs, 
cheese, legumes and nuts may be 
used interchangeably. 
To deter­ 
mine whether the diet has met the 
requirements of adequacy, 
it is 
necessary only to check the foods 
eaten against this list of essentials 
the speaker added. 
The following simple menu, as 
one of countless possibilities, ful­ 
fills the demands of adequacy and 
is suitable for the school child or 
grown-up, if amounts eaten are 
adjusted to the 
individual 
Dr.

B reakfast: Rolled oats with rais­ 
ins, sugar and 
cream, 
milk to 
drink.

whole wheat bread, butter, pea­ 
nut butter and jelly, raw apple.

bread and butter, baked custard 
served with cream. 
The aesthetic value of meals is 
to be attained by means of good 
cooking and attractive service, the 
speaker pointed out.
